SAN FRANCISCO—A warning 
that despite the three-fold expan- 
sion of the United States foreign 
trade during the past five years 
the country is as yet not a full 
fledged foreign trade nation, was 
sounded today by James A. Far- 
rel, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, in opening the 
seventh National Foreign Trade 
Convention here. 


SEATTLE —David Rogers has 
abandoned his steel ship building 
project as he is unable to finance 
his purchase of the Skinner and 
Eddy number two shipyard. He 
intimates that a big interest 
blocked him because he intended 
toemploy only union men. Rogers 


* has turned the yard back to the 


Government.

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WASHINGTON — Secretary 
Meredith is convinced that there 
is a large opportunity for the De- 
partment of Agriculture to assist 
in the economic upbuilding of 
Alaska. He is calling attention 
to the favorable situation for the 
establishment of paper mills in 
the Territory and is offering co- 
operation by making available 
national forest pulp wood on 
terms that will provide a satisfac- 
tory operating basis. 

He says, ‘‘The United States is 
today facing the most critical 
pulp and paper situations in its 
history. Of these the newsprint 
situation is the most serious.” 


NEW YORK-—A branch of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, driven desperate by 
the paper situation is sending a 
committee to Norway and Sweden 
to investigate the situation there 
and if possible close contracts for 
a supply of paper sufficient to 
last through the remainder of the 
year. 


LON DON—English publishers, 
after wrestling with the paper 
situation until they became des- 
perate, have formed a powerful 
syndicate for the purpose of go- 
ing into the paper manufacturing 
business themselves, thereby in- 
suring an adequate supply of 
paper in the future. The British 
paper mills will be erected in 
Canada. It will be more than a 
year before the English publish- 
ers can be supplied with paper of 
their own manufacture. 





OTTAWA — A syndicate of 
English publishers is prepared to 


prepared to spend $40,000,000 in |; 


Canada to insure an adequate 
and continuous supply of news 
print paper, according to G. R. 
Hall Caine, son of the English 
novelist. Caine, who is in Can- 
ada representing the syndicate, 
says he proposes to buy 1,000 
square miles of timber and erect 
mills. 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Six per cent 
of the newspapers of the State 
of New York have been com- 
pelled to suspend publication ow- 
ing to the paper crisis. 


KETCHIKAN- The Ketchikan 
Daily Times suspended publica- 
tion with its issue of May 8th, 
owing to the decision of the pub- 
lishers to enter a state of bank- 
ruptey. 


Recently there has been fric- 
tion between two teachers in the 
Petersburg school. The school 
board was called upon to settle 
the matter. After holding five 
sessions and hearing ail the testi- 
mony that was offered concern- 
ing the controversy the board 
decided to let both teachers go. 
Patrons of the school immedi- 
ately circulated a petition re- 
questing that one of the teach- 
ers be retained. The entire 
school board then tendered their 
resignation, Other citizens of 
Petersburg are now endeavoring 
to induce the school board to re- 
consider their resignation and 
remain on the job.

Indications Are 
CassiarWill Boom 
. This Season 


The Hazel B No. 4 and the 
Hazel B No. 3 left Wrangell this 


[morning on the first voyage of 


the season up the Stikine. The 
two boats carried more than 40 
passengers for Telegraph Creek, 
while the cargo included more 
than 20 tons of freight besides 
the baggage. There were also 
36 bags of mail. This is the 
largest number of passengers 
that have ever left Wrangell for 
Telegraph Creek at one sailing. 

The passenger and freight traf- 
fic promises to be more lively the 
coming season than for many 
years past. As stated last week 
the Barrington Transportation 
company have anticipated an in- 
crease in business and are pre- 
pared to take care of all trans- 
portation between Wrangell and 
Telegraph Creek* the coming 
season. 


An item of news of more than 
passing importance was the ar- 
rival on the Princess Mary Tues- 
day afternoon of a party of re- 
turned overseas Canadian ser- 
vice men who are going into the 
Cassiar to develop a mining prop- 
erty near Dease Lake. Fifteen 
other service men who belong to 
this party will arrive on a later 
‘}boat. These men are being 
loaned enough money by the 
Canadian government to stake 
them for two years. They will 
work on their claims as long as 
the weather will permit, and will 
then engage in trapping for the 
winter, 

In addition to financial assis- 
tance the government is also 
backing these men by making 
their claims exempt for a term 
of years. The provincial gov- 
ernment of British Columbia has 
appropriated $250,000 for the 
purpose of aiding returned ser- 
vice men in developing the min- 
eral resources of the province. 

t is understood that more than 
two-thirds of this amount will be 
spent in northern B. C. which in- 
cludes the Cassiar. This appro- 
priation is believed to be only a 
starter, as it is practically cer- 
tain that if results come from the 
efforts of these first parties that 
other appropriations will be 
forthcoming. 

The party which left here this 
morning is in charge of Samuel 
J. Gothard who is himself an 
overseas man. The men were 
picked by Mr. Gothard and he 
states that there is not a man in 
the party who spent less than 
three and one-half years overseas, 
all of them having seen service 
in the front line trenches. Mr. 
Gothard says that all the men 
in his party have records that 
would make interesting reading. 
Mr. Gothard himself has a nice 
little souvenir in the shape of a 
luger which he took off a German 
officer. Following is a list of the

forded in Northern British Col- 
umbia. 

Mr. Gothard stated that from 
information in his possession he 
thinks it not improbable that 
there will be a rush into the Cas- 
siar before the end of the coming 
summer.

Hon. P. C. McCormack, speak- 
ing on behalf of the school board, 
asked for sufficient funds to close 
up the business of this term of 
school. On motion the clerk was 
ordered to draw a warrant for 
| $700. in favorof the school board. 


Treasurer Asks for Instructions 

G. W. Upshaw, town treasurer, 
asked for Some instructions re- 
garding the segregation of funds. 

Mr. Upshaw stated that the 
council had ordered that begin- 
ning with his term of office the 
| water fund be kept separate from 
the general fund. He stated 
that he had credited the entire 
amount which he had received 
ifrom his predecessor to the gen- 
eral fund pending instructions 
| from the council. A motion pre- 
vailed that a temporary transfer 
of $1,000, be made from the Gen- 
[eral fund tothe Water fund. 





School Improvements Wanted 
| Rev. H. P. Corser, director of 
Ithe school board, addressed the 
Council on the importance of an 
addition to the school building. 
| He told of the present inadequate 


seating capacity and made an 
urgent appeal for the building of 
an addition to the school building 
before the beginning of another 
school term. 

He stated that the seats in the 
school rooms are unduly crowd- 
ed, and yet there is not a vacant 
seat in the grammar and inter- 
|mediate rooms. It is practically 
icertain that there will be an in- 
crease of 20 or more in the enroll- 
ment next year, and the school 
board is facing the problem of 
how these extra pupils are to be 
| Seated. If no more room is pro- 
vided and the enrollment increas- 
les next year, the teachers may 
‘have to say to certain pupils, 
“You come only in the fore- 
| noon; we are short of seats,” and 
to others, ‘‘You come only in the 
afternoon; we are short of seats.” 
Of course we do not want any- 
thing of this kind. It is there- 
fore imperative that something be 
He pro- 
posed the building of an addition 
26x46 as a class room and to di 
vide this room into two parts by 
folding doors, one part being 
used as a school room and the 
other part as a manual training 
and chemistry room. 

Mr. Corser also spoke of the 
absolute need of a sixth teacher 
next year. ‘In supporting this 
idea he quoted figures showing 
that Wrangell is more meagerly 
supplied with teachers in propor- 
tion to its enrollment than any 
other town in Alaska save Sitka, 

The teaching force in Wrang- 
ell is one teacher to every 26 pu- 
pils. The following figures will 
show the ratio in some of the 
other Alaskan towns:

Electric Light Rates Increased 


The following communication 
was received from O, C. Palmer, 
owner and manager of the 
Wrangell Electric Light and Pow- 
er Company: 


Wrangell, Alaska,

To Mayor and Members of City 
Council, 
Wrangell, 
Genelemen: 

Hoping that operating ex- 
penses wolild drop to pre-war 
prices I have hesitated in ap- 
plying foran increase in elec- 
tric light rates, but instead of 
a decrease in prices, they con- 
tinue to advance, and I am 
compelled to ask that the fol- 
lowing rates be granted, which 
will be cheaper now than at 
the time the present rates were 
Made:

From 25 to 200 K.W.15 cents per .. 
From 200 to 300 K.W., 13': cents pi `.. 


Over 300 K.W. 12° cents per K.W. 
Minimum charge $1.25.

One of the councilmen ques- 
tioned the propriety of the coun- 
cil taking any action toward 
changing the rates stipulated in 
the franchise. It was therefore 
thought better not to consider 
the matter in the light of a pro- 
posed raise in rates, but to pass 
upon the matter simply as a ques- 
tion as to whether Mr. Palmer 
should be granted the privilege 
of collecting a temporary bonus 
which would cover the difference 
in the price stipulated in the fran- 
chise and the proposed advance 
in price quoted in his letter of 
May 5 which was then before the 
council for action. 

A motion was: made that Mr. 
Palmer be granted the privilege 
of charging a bonus that would 
correspond with his proposed in- 
crease in rates. In discussing 
the motion one of the Councilmen 
brought to the attention of the 
meeting the fact that any tem- 
porary arrangement that this 
council would enter into with Mr. 
Palmer would not be binding any
